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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


+> 
Citizens of Merrimack : — 

We respectfully present the following report of the 
public schools.of Merrimack for the year ending March 
I, 1890. | 

Our schools, during the year just ended, as a whole, 
have been very successful. We have noticed with pleas- 
ure the interest shown by our scholars and the advance- 


ment made in their studies. The praiseworthy work be- 
gun under the present system we have faithfully endeav- 
ored to carry forward, though not being infallible we 
may have committed errors. 

During the year we have made special efforts to secure 
experienced and competent teachers, and in many cases 
we have obtained teachers who were energetic workers, 
and who awakened an interest in their schools. But 
Goop teachers are difficult to retain; they prefer larger 
schools than are most of ours, hence we have not been 
able to avoid all the evils attending a change of teachers. 

In the employment of teachers we should not ask, 
who will serve for the least pay? but rather, who will 
be most useful? Good teachers are neither PLENTY nor 
CHEAP, the services of such command a premian, and 
to secure them we must pay it. 

As a rule the scholars have been quite earnest in im- 
proving their advantages, and with one or two exceptions, 
teachers and scholars have worked faithfully together, 
and we note quite an interest excited in the higher course 
of study offered by the contract between the town and 
the trustees of McGaw Institute. . It has stimulated effort.

Only four or five of our schools show a respectable 
number of scholars, and when it becomes necessary to 
unite two schools in one, only by the unselfish céopera- 
tion of parents with your committee can the full benefit 
of such a union be realized. | 

: The multiplicity of text-books used in our schools is 
a longstanding hindrance to their success, but under the 
Free Text Book Act this evil will be largely remedied. 
Some progress toward more uniformity has already been 
made. 

In the repairing of school-houses we have sought to 
use the funds appropriated where they were most needed. 
No. 9 house has been refurnished. No. 12 partially, 
and being unsafe from the settling of the ceiling, new 
timbers, lathing and plastering were required overhead. 
No. 11 has been shingled. Lesser repairs have been made 
in other districts. The houses and out-buildings in sev- 
eral districts are in need of repairs the coming season, 
while one or more houses should be refurnished. Rec- 
ognizing the healthful and refining influence of pleasant 
surroundings over the minds of children, let us be liberal 
in our appropriations for our school houses and their en- 
vironments. | | . 

Before closing our report we feel constrained to call 
your serious attention to some hindrances to the full suc- 
cess of our schools which might be removed if parents 
were never indifferent nor unduly selfish in matters con- 
nected with the education of their children. No one, 
probably, would plead “guilty” to the charge of lacking 
interest in their children’s welfare, or that of our schools ; 
and yet few, perhaps, manifest the interest they ought 
by more frequently visiting the schools; by striving to 
awaken in the minds of their own children a love of 
school, and by heartily céoperating with the teacher to 
that end. Proper discipline at home aids school disci- 
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pline, without which no school can attain to the best re- 
sults. To a greater degree than many parents appre- 
ciate, are they a POTENT AGENCY in the noble work of 
education; the scholar’s progress depends not wholly 
upon the teacher, the BEsT teacher can do but little with- 
out the moral support and encouragement of the parent ; 
the rude deportment often seen in school children is 
largely due to lack of home discipline. Quarrels among 
the scholars have in some instances become a serious 
disturber of the schools, and parents, by ‘‘taking sides,” 
have fostered this contentious spirit, thus embarassing 
the teacher, and standing directly in the way of their 
children’s highest good. This is all wrong. Rather 
should the principles of the golden rule be taught in our 
homes, and the inharmony among our scholars will cease 
to disturb the school. 

In some instances personal enmity between parents 
has seriously interfered with the scholar’s success; let. 
us not so far forget the value of the public school as to: 
allow neighborhood inharmonies to lessen its usefulness, 
neither let any dissatisfaction with the teacher find puh- 
licity through the SOCIAL PARTY or OTHER GATHERING 3 
rather their complaints should be made to your commit- 
tee directly and the evilsif any might be remedied with- 
out harm to teacher or scholar. 

The irregular attendance of scholars, in some instances. 
brought to our notice, demands our serious attention and 
that of parents. The best teacher cannot makea school a 
success if her pupils are frequently absent. No ordinary 
matter should be allowed as an excuse for a scholar’s ab- 
sence; il is injurious to the scholar, and indeed, to the 
whole school. If parents are not interested to have their 
children regular in attendance what can be expected of 
the children themselves? We would call your attention 
to the law compelling the attendance of children of speci- 


*- 
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fied ages. There are doubtless, cases of unavoidable ab- 
sence, but we are convinced that as a rade it is the result 
of a lack of proper appreciation of the advantages of the 
public school. We have no wish to indulge in harsh or 
unjust criticism, but if we are true to our convictions of 
right, and true to you, we cannot pass this matter un- 
noticed. 

Finally, if we wish well for the present and future of 
our scholars, if we would honor and promote the best 
interests of our town, let us, as the conservators of the 
public school system—the best the world ever saw —bury 
all predjudice and join hearts and hands in the effort to 
secure and perpetuate its blessings.
